283,236. Some of this was of doubtful 
lerality and was being tested in the 
Courts. The State had tried to pay 
interest on this whole amount, and 
had done so up to this date, but could 
do so no longer without maintaining 
n rate of taxation which was almost 
confiscation. He adds: “If mem- 
bers do not come in and take their 
ceats Which have been Kept open for 
them, they must take all the respon- 
sibility of the result of their conduct.”’

Messrs. Merrimon, Fuller & Ashe 
appeared for Mr. Turner; the Attor- 
ney General for the Secretary of 
State, and Messrs. Batchelor, Ed- 
wards & Batchelor and Thos. M. 
Argo for Mr. Brown. 

His Honor ee the difficulty 
that might result from want of juris-— 
diction in the case, and asked that 
the argument be confined first to that 
point. 

Hon. T. C. Fuller, for defendant 
Turner, argued for a dismissal of the 
ease for want of jurisdiction, citing 
law and authority to sustain his mo- 
tion, and made a motion to that 
effect. 

Attorney General Hargrove stated 
that he appeared for the Secretary of 
State, who had no further interest in 
the case than to do what was author- 
ized by law, and he would not argue 
this point. 

Mr. J. B. Batchelor, for the plain- 
tiff, Mr. Brown, argued that his 
Honor, at;Chambers,-had jurisdiction 
in the case, and he also cited law and 
authority to sustain his position. 

Mr. Argo followed Mr. Batchelor, 
arguing against the motion todismiss, 
and claiming that the Court had pro- 
per jurisdiction. 

Mr. Fuller replied to the arguments 
of Messrs. Batchelor and Argo, when 
the case was submitted to the ruling 
of his Honor, who stated that he 
would render his decision this morn- 
ing. In the meantime the case 
stands exactly as it was, the points 
connected therewith being 
touched as yet. 


THE GANG OF THIEVES.--On yes- 
terday afternoon his Honor, Mayor 
Whitaker, continued the examina- 
tion of Gus Guill, John Gudger and 
John Copeland, all colored men, ar- 
rested by Chief of Police King on 
Sunday on suspicion of being connect- 
ed with the gang of thieves who 
have been recently perpetrating rob- 
beries in this city. A number of col- 
ored nymphs du pave and others were 
examined as witnesses, but nothing 
direct was elicited against the accus- 
ed. John Copeland was discharged 
from custody, but Gudger and Gill 
were held until to-day to await fur- 
ther developments. John White, 
col., the main man of this last batch 
of prisoners, succeeded in making 
his escape from the guard house on 
Sunday night, after having remain- 
ed under arrest only a few hours. 

With the capture of the above 
named parties, it is believed that the 
organized gang of burglars, which 
has been a terror to our citizens for 
the past several months, is broken 
up, and all traces of them, as far as 
Raleigh is concerned, is wiped out. 
We cannot but congratulate our citi- 
zeng upon the fortunate riddance of 
these pests,and commend the prompt- 
ness and diligence of Capt. King, 
Chief of the Police, who, by the most 
strenuous efforts, working day and 
night for the past ten days in all sorts 
of weather and under serious disad- 
vantages, has ferreted outand brought 
these criminals to the bar of justice. 
He has proven himself a capital offi- 
cer, and is certainly entitled to the 
thanks of our citizens for the manner 
in which he has worked up this case. 


THE STATE PRINTING INJUNCTION 
CAsE.—The case of Wm. M. Brown 
vs. Josiah Turner, Jr., and W. H. 
Howerton, Secretary of State, came 
up before His Honor, Judge Settle, 
yesterday afternoon at 23 o’clock. 

It will be remembered that Gov. 
Caldwell claimed the right, as Ex- 
ecutive of the State, to appoint the 

ublic printer and binder, and that 
1e appointed W. M. Brown to said 
sition. Mr. Brown demanded of 
he Secretary of State the ‘‘copy’’ in 
his possession to commence work up- 
on. The Secretary replied to the de- 
mand of Mr. Brown as follows: ‘‘ In 
compliance with the opinion of the 
Attorney General, I cannot recognize 
you as the proper person to deliver 
the printing matter to.’’ It will fur- 
ther be remembered that the Legisla- 
tive Printing Committee made a con- 
tract with Mr. Turner in accordance 
with a resolution of that body, and 
Mr. Turner filed his bond in the Sec- 
retary of State’s office as the public 
printer. For this reason the Secreta- 
ry of State, backed by the opinion of 
the Attorney General, refused the de- 
mand of Mr. Brown, recognizing Mr. 
Turner as the ‘‘proper person” to 
whom to deliver the copy in his pos- 
session.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO FOREIGN 
INSURANCE CUMPANIES. 


SECTION 1. The General, Assembly cf 
North Carolina do enact: That whenever 
the existing or future laws of auy other 
State ofthe United States shal: require of 
Insurance Companies incorporated by this 
State,and having agencies in such other 
State or of the agents thereof any deposits 
of securities in such State tor the protec- 
tion of policy holders or otherwise or any 
payment for taxes, penalties, certificates of 
authority, license fees or otherwise greater 
than the amount required for such purposes 
from similar companies of other states by 
the then existing laws of this State, then 
and in every such case all companies of 
such States establishing or having hereto- 
fore established an ent, 4 or agencies in 
this State, shall be and are hereby required 
to make thesame deposited for a like pur- 

e with the Treasurer of this State, and 
pay to said Treasurer for taxes, fines, 
Dalties, certificates of authority, license, 

ees and otherwise, an amount equal to 
the amount of such charges and pay ments 
imposed by the laws of such State upon 
companies of this State and agents thereof. 

Sec. 2. That all persors violating the pro- 
visions of this act shall be liable to indict- 
ment and on cunviction shall be fined not 
less than five hundred dollars, nor more 
than one thousand dollars at the discre- 
tion of the Coart. 

Sec. 3. That this act shall take effect from 
its ratification.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The survivors of the Virginius have 


joined ina ‘Smemorial of gratitude’’ to 
‘President GRANT for his interference 


in their behalf. 


London not having enjoyed her 
late severe fogs, is now endeavoring 
to find some remedy which at least 
will mitigate the evil. 


The Prohibitory law of Massachu- 


setts is getting some hard knocks. 
The Boston Advertiser says the man- 
ner in which it is enforced makes it 
‘ta eontemptable thing, somewhere 
between an outrage and a farce.”’ 


GEORGE WASHINGTON and PAtT- 


RICK HENRY have been arrested in 
New York forkeeping company with 
counterfeit money, bad whiskey and 
mean cigars. We thought better of 
GEORGE and PATRICK. GEORGE 
must have forgotten the lesson of the 
‘hatchet and the apple tree.”’ 


The Tornado is now cruising for 


the Edgar Stewart, with instructions 
to sink her when found, if she proves 
to be of the same character of the 
Virginius. As the Edgar Stewart 1s 
quietly laying at her wharf at New 
York, the cruising of the Tornado is 


not likely to avail much, for the 
present at least. 


An ambitious young clergyman of 
Chicago preached a brilliant sermon 
on the tm of the Ville du Havre, 
but the character of the popularity it 
gave him underwent an unpleasant 
change when it was discovered that 
it wasthe same sermon- which the 
Rev. Dr. CHAPMAN, of New York 
city, preached on the loss of the Arc- 


tic. 
The capitalists of Great Britain are 


forming a combination in opposition 
to the trade union associations of 
their employees. The arrangement 
is already said to comprise the em- 
ployers of over two million operatives. 
The professed object of this combina- 
tion is to encourage non-unionists, 
give a preference to intelligent and 
skilled labor, and thus defeat the 
projects of those who are striving to 
dictate hours of labor and the price 
of wages. Such wars between capital 
and labor are to be deprecated, its 
their influence is only evil. 


The Consolidation Bill. 

The Charlotte Democrat learns that 
at a meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the N. C. Railroad it was un- 
derstood, as the unanimous sense of 
the Board,that the Consolidation Act 
was not such a one as could be ac- 
cepted by the road. Hopes are enter- 
tained, however, says the Democrat, 
that the Legislature will pass a bet- 
ter bill when it reassembles. The 
difficulty seems to be that itis clogged 
with amendments suggested by those 
not friendly to the scheme. 


Spain. 

Since our last mention of affairs in 
this unhappy country intelligence 
has arrived that PAVIA’s coup d’etat 
has resulted in the withdrawal of 
CASTFLLAR from the Ministry and 
the placing of SERRANO at the head 
of affairs. SERRANO wished that 
President CASTELLAR should acecept 
some position in the new Cabinet, 
but it seems that that gentleman has 
been sufficiently amused and he de- 
clines with thanks. There was one 
good feature attending this move- 
ment of General PAvia: it involved 
no bloodshed. 


THE Charlotte Observer makes an 
appeal in behalf of the Oxford Or- 
phan Asylum, and says every one 
who has the means shouid do some- 
thing to assist the cause. It thinks 
the Legislature should have extend- 
ed a helping hand to this institution. 
The Observer concludes its article 
with the following sensible view : 


‘*The land is full of poor fatherless 
and motherless children, who ought 
to be provided for by the State. Other 
States have Orphan Homes, why 
should not North Carolina? The 
State is not yet so poor as to be una- 
ble to take care of the desolate chil- 
dren whom God has placed within 
its borders.’’ 


CONSIDERING the hard times, a 
rather curious question is being dis- 
cussed by some of the Georgia pa- 
pers—the question of imprisonment 
for debt. The Atlanta Constitution 
tries hard to prove the advocacy of 
such a measure by the Savannah 
News, but the latter will not ailow 
itself to be forced into any such a 
predicament. The charges of the 
Constitution “ doth it much wrong,” 
it alleges, and, furthermore, it avers 
in relation to the proposed Constitu- 
tional Conyention : 


“We have not the remotest idea 
that the advocates of a State Conven- 
tion have any intention of making 
debt a penal offence, or of filling the 
jails of the State with honest men 
who may be unable, in these times 
of financial depression, to pay their 
debts.”’ 


THE Washington Republican (Ad- 
ministration organ) takes to task ‘‘the 
enemies of the Administration’? who 
have been bold enough to assert that 
the Spanish Government will make 
reclamation for the Virginius, and 
says the way in which these editors 
have treated this subject leads to the 
suspicion that they would not feel 
uncomfortable were such demand 
really made upon the United States 
Government. Says the Republican: 

‘While we do not wish to disturb 
their equianimity,it is due totruth to 
say that whatever may be asked in 
the direction of money indemnity 
will certainly not be granted, if even 
entertained, the principal having 
been established by the Geneva Tri- 
bunal against indirect damages ; and 
assuredly, Spain could claim no other, 
ifeven these. And it would be as 
well for all fault-finders to recollect 
that the protocol provides fer an ad- 


ustment of all questions arisin 
the affair of the Virginius.”. g from 


Joseph Keener, Esq., of Jackso

The Supplementary Civil Rights 
Bill. 

Our telegrams from the Capital on 
Monday night, in reference to Con- 
gressional preceedings, gives a mea- 
gre synopsis of the debate in the 
House of Representatives upon the 
Supplementary Civil Rights Bill. 
The debate was confined almost en- 
tirely to the Southern members. Mr. 
STEPHENS,of Georgia,read an elabor- 
ate speech against the bill. His op- 
position did not arise from any pre- 
judice against any one on account of 
color or race, &¢., but he was opposed 
to it on account of its unconstitution- 
ality. Mr. STEPHENS occupied the 
floor for over an hour, and gave the 
whole subject a thorough review. 

Mr. Harris, of Virginia, also took 
strong grounds against the measure, 
contending that Congress had not a 
shadow of right to interfere with the 
internal legislation of the States, and 
that the passage of this bill would 
cripple, if not prove fatal to the suc- 
cessful management of the public 
schools, charitable institutions, &c., 
of the South. 

Mr. MILLS, of Texas, characterized 
the bill as an unauthorized and un- 
constitutional assumption of power 
on the part of Congress. 

RANIER, a colored member from 
South Carolina, read a speech in 
advocacy of the bill, taking the posi- 
tion that until some such legislation 
as proposed in the bill should be 
enacted by Congress there would be 
no practical freedom in the Southern 
States for colored people, and that as 
long as the matter was left to the 
management of the several States, 
nothing would be done for the relief 
of his race in this direction. 

EL.Liort, colored, of South Carolina, 
succeeded in getting the floor, but 
yielded to a motion to adjourn. 

There seems to be a great contrariety 
of opinion as to the passage of the bill. 
Advices from Washington one day 
tell us that the bill is sure to become 
a law, and on the nextits utter defeat 
is confidently predicted. 

If Mr. BUTLER’S proposed motion to 
recommit is made, it is more than 
probable that it will earry, as all the 
Democrats and a large number of 
weak-kneed Republicans will support 
such a motion, which course, if car- 
ried out, will, in effect, give an effec- 
tual quietus to the bill. 


Crime in Raleigh--A Pressing 
Need. 


During the last few months it was 
evident, from the series of daring 
house-robberies that taken 
place in our midst, that an organized 
gang of thieves existed in our city, 
and we are glad to chronicle the fact 
that the city police has recently bro- 
ken into this gang and have already 
lodged some half-dozen of them in 
jail, including ALLEN McCPHERSON, 
the leader of the party. ‘The exis- 
tence of this body of daring and des- 
perate thieves in our midst not only 
rendered property unsafe, but life it. 
self, for it is to be supposed that 
when robbers enter a man’s chamber 
in the dead of night they are pre- 
pared to defend themselves to the 
last extremity, and that no serious re- 
sult has followed the robberies recent- 
ly committed in our midst is not the 
fault of the robbers, as they would 
doubtless have committed murder at 
any time ratherthan have been de- 
tected and captured. 

Five negroes, members of this gang, 
have been captured, and the police 
are upon the track of others. Allof the 
five have been turned outof the State 
Penitentiary within the last few 
months, and others of the gang are 
thought to be of the same stripe. 

It is to this latter fact we propose to 
refer, Unfortunately, there is no pro- 
vision made for these co..victs when 
turned out of the Penitentiary. The 
Legislature has seen fit to decline 
making this provision. It may or 
may not have erred in its judgment 
in this respect, but the facts stated 
ubove, concerning the gang of cut- 
throats and robbers that have just 
been unearthed here, shows the evil 
effect upon Raleigh of turning loose 
upon her men hardened by crime, 
with nocharacter to sustain,no money 
or means of reaching their former 
homes, and generally unable to se- 
cure work. Butone course seems left 
open to these misguided beings— 
crime is the only door that opens to 
them; no charitable hand is extended 
to guide the released convict baek in- 
to the paths of morality, and Raleigh 
and the surrounding cOmmunity are 
made to suffor severely from the re- 
sults of this action. 

There are some ninety convicts 
whose term of imprisonment will ex- 
pire during the present year, and un- 
less something is done to remedy this 
evil, we may always expect to find in 
our midstsome men desperateand dar- 
ing enough to commit any act of 
crime. We would respectfully invite 
the attention of the Legislature to 
these facts, and urge, in the name of 
Raleigh, as the capital of the State, 
that some measure of relief should be 
adopted for this flagrant wrong. In 
many other States the released con- 
vict is conducted to the depot, furn-

On New Year’s Day, near Asheville, 
Mr. Newton Ownesby, while riding 
one mule and leading another, both 
having just been unhitched, the gear- 
ing still on them, became entangled 
in the trace chain by reason of the 
falling of the mule which he was rid- 
ing. ‘The animal recovered and both 
dashed off at a frightful speed, drag- 
ving the unfortunate man a long dis- 
tunce over rocks, stumps, «&e., and 
when the mules were stopped, he was 
2 shapeless mass of battered flesh. 


The Wilmington Star, of Sunday, 
vives the following additional parti- 
culars of the horrible accident already 
reported by telegraph as having oc- 
curred aboard a German bark at that 
port: 

‘This city was the scene yesterday 
morningot a most distressing calami- 
ty, and one which has caused a thrill 
ot horror throughout the entire com- | 
riunity. The circumstances as we 
could gather them areas follows: 
the German Barquentine Adolph, 
Capt. Herman Henrichson, arrived 
at this port from Richmond, Va., in 
ballast, on Thursday night or Friday 
morning, and landed at the wharf in 
the rear of the old W. & W.R. R. 
byepot. It seems that the vessel had 
touched in coming over the bar, and 
was leaking somewhat, and all hands 
were busily engaged on Friday at the 
pumps to free the vessel of water. 
About 9 or 93 o’clock the men, worn 
out with fatigue, retired to the fore- 
castie and turned in for the night. 
soon after the Captain and mate also 
retired. Yesterday morning, at an 
early hour, a colored stevedore, who 
had been engaged the day previous 
io assist in removing the ballast from 
the vessel, went on board, aroused 
the mate and told him he was ready 
to go to work. The mate went for- 
ward and ealled the men, but they 
returned no answer. He then re- 
marked to the stevedore, ‘‘They must 
be dead.”?” He then called the Cap- 
iain and the two proceeded to the 
foreeastle. One of them went below 
und soon returned with the startling 
intelligence that someof the men 
were dead and the others nearly in 
the same condition. Capt. Henrich- 
son immediately sent to a neighbor- 
ing ship for assistance, when two of 
the men, in whose frames the spark 
of life had not quite been extinguish- 
ed, were first removed and cared for, 
and then the three others, who were 
dead, were also brought up and rang- 
ed upon the deck. In the meantime 

physicians had been sent forand Drs. 
Cutlar, Lane, Walker and Bellamy 
soon arrived and commenced a vig- 
orous application of restoratives ; but 
at the latest accounts the two men 
were still in a very critical condition. 
% % % * * * * % 

The cause of this awful calamity, 
by which the souls of three hale, 
hearty, robust men have been hur- 
ried into eternity, is attributed to the 
inhalation of carbonic oxide gas, en- 
gendered by the burning of bitumin- 
ous coal. It appears that the fore- 
castle is separated from the galley by 
a partition, a board from which had 
been removed to allow the heat from 
the stove to circulate in the forecastle 
for the purpose of keeping the men 
warm. The three men who were 
found dead slept in the part of the 
forecastle near the partition, and con- 
sequently in close proximity to the 
stove. The other two were in their 
bunks, one above the other, in the 
opposite end of the forecastle and 
close to a window or. ventilator, 
which was open to the width of two 
fingers, and through which a slight 
current of air found admission. ‘The 
cap of the stove pipe was usually 
placed in such a manner that the 
wind could not blow down it, but it 
seems that the wind shifted during 
Friday night, and thesmoke and gas 


’ which usually found egress through 


the stove pipe was forced back into 
the galley and thence into the fore- 
castle through the open space before 
alluded to. 


The names of the unfortunate men

man, aged 18, an able seaman ; Wm. 
Schutt, aged 42, also an able seaman ; 
Hermann Heltz, cook,aged 17. The 
latter, we now learn, was alive when 
first found, but died in a few min- 
utes. The vessel hails from Bath, 
Germany, and the men are all from 
that place and vicinity. The two 
men still alive are brothers, both 
with large families, and are named 
Christian Schutt, aged about 42, and 
Hermicu Schutt, aged about 36.
